Hut it has no more clo.«ed than the for- 
mer incident, which involved the personal honor of the 
Representative who voted an absent colleague. Tlie honor 
of the Speaker and of the House demanded an investiga- 
tion of the facts, and the public exposure of the goilty 
persons, if not tiieir expulsion from the Houpc.
